HARBOUR. 
NO LIVES LOST. 


At. 7.15 yestarday morning a 
collision occurred between the 
steam launch Seagall, a fifty foot 
veasel belonging to thé Kowloon 
Gedown Company, and night soi} 
juok No. 3 in the harbour at 
No. 5 bouy where the -steamer 
Hanoi was moored. The impact 
was So violent that the Seagal!

to be his home for some time to 
come. 

Wieringen has never achieved 
world fame before, being one of 
those quiet places which, 
having no, history, is happy. 
Te is off the tourist track in 
Holland; communication with 
tho mainland is” but meagre; 
and = easy-going 

the inhabitants 
fairly prosperous. Half a dozen, 
little villages.are dotted over this 
green island, and great churches, 
racing windmills; and spacious 
farmsteads make the landscape a 
“truly Dutch one. 

On Wieringen one is well away 
from the busy world and its in- 


terests, and, truth to tell, the}. 
- island would have preferred to 


have been left ‘slone and not to 
hava been rendered famous by 
the presence of one of the arch- 
architects of the world-war.

A’ drive of half an hour brought 
the exile to his residence—the 
parsonage at the little village of 
Osterland. Here, again, he must 
have felt how far he had fallen. 
No sentry stood before the door. 
The adjutant rang the bell, and a 
Dutch manservant appeared and 
admitted the strange little band of 
refugees. 

VISIT TO THE EXILE’ S| HOUSE. 

It was at night in a thick 
mist that, in a small fishing 
boat, I sought the island of 
Wieringen from the mainland. 
Scrambling up over. the rocks it 
was indeed like-landing on some 
St. Helens. A slow-speaking, 
badly-dressed peasant offered to 
get a carriage and drive me to 
Osterland—he afterwards proved 
to.be the richest man on the 
island. 

We drove for three-quarters of 
an hour through the cold mist, 
and finally drew up befere what 
might be a badily-designed 
Brighton villa, rentable for about 
£50 a year. It.took some per- 
suasion to get. the. Dutchman in 
chargeof the house toshow me over, 
it, Eventually, having consulte 
those German non-commissioned, 
officers-who had already arrived, 
I was admitted. 

First, 1 was shown the ex- 
Prince’s bedroom; # very small 
apartment, with a single iron 
bedstead. On a table in the centre 
of the room stood already a large 
photo and miniature of the 
ex-Crown Princess, together 
with photos of the ex-Prince 
Eitel Fritz and the ex-Prince 
Oscar. Spread out around the 
photos were innumerable toilet 
articles and preparations. An oil 
stove burned brightly, and before 
it sprawled the exile’s favourite 
greyhound, a answering tothe name 
of “Putzel.”” On the table lay 
the ex-Prince’s first post—a single 
postcard with a Dutch postmark, 
and addressed to * Herr William 
of Hohenzollern.”

AND EMPIRE’S WAR DEBTS.

HONGKONG 


A very practical suggestion to help the British Empire to 
shoulder the appalling debts incurred by the Empire for the pro- 
secution of the Great European War comes from Australia. Reuter 
told us last week that the Hon. Mr. Watt, the acting Premier of the 
Australian Commonwealth, has formulated ‘a scheme for the distri- 
bution of the burden of the war debt payment on sll the Dominions 
and Colonies. He has suggested the formation of a Commission 
to take over the control of the Empire’s war debts, the Governments 
of all the Dominions and Colonies to be represented on it. The 
Commission, Mr. Watt argues, should be empowered to convert the 
war debts into common stock, each Government being liable for its 
own, obligations and“make an annual payment of at least fire 
shillings per £100 of debt. overtaken, the five shillings to go towards 
interest, redemption and interest distribution costs. In other words, 
a Sinking Fund is to be created for the purpose of wiping out the 
the debt. What is conveyed is, we presume, that the Empire's debts 
are to be pooled, the patriotism of the Dominions and the Colonies 
towards: the Mother Country being measured according as 
each Colony or Dominion is prepared to take the re- 

of wiping out the [Empire's war bills. 
It is nother ‘instance ofthe solidarity of our Empire. 
The Dominions had incurred large ‘debts, consisting of sums 
borrowed from the Mother Country for equipping their armies and, 
not content with paying only their own individual borrowings, we 
have now an expression ofa desire on the part of our, Dominions 
and our possessions beyond the Seas of contributing their share to| 
wiping the Empire's war's debts off our slate. Next to their wonder- 
ful share in the achievement of victory for the Allies, this offer 
should send a thrill of joy at Home. . 

The Commission, which is to take over the British Empire's 
war debts, would assume the financial position next December, and 
it is interesting to know whether Hongkong is to come under the 
purview of such a proposal. We have no doubt that the call will 
be met most. wholeheartedly. We have the machinery for such 
ajobhandy. The War Tax, which is imposed in the Colony for the 
duration of the war, would make e good showing, if it continues to 
be levied, against any contributions that smaller British possessions 
may desire to make towards the redemption of our National credit. 
Of course, the acheme is in its embryonic stage, and there 
is everything in its favour. It would be a great task for 
Great Britain to meet her war bill. How she is going 
to do it is giving our economists. sleepless nights: We 
are on plush. compared with Germany,. Austria. and Turkey, 


. the latter of whom, it is declared, ison the eve of declaring ber 


bankruptcy. Additional taxation must be eschewed and could not 
be levied af Home without creating great discontent, and probably 
astorm of protest. Those at home are taxed to the hilt. On every 
conceviable thing a tax has been imposed and we know, that once a 
thing is taxed, even if we are told it is for the duration of the war, 
it continues for generations. Luxuries and’ necessities are all 
taxed and when"Mr. Bonar Law suggested not long ago the con- 
scription of wealth there was snch a furore that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer bad to abandon the idea. Such a measure will serve 
to drive capital out of the Home country. Financiers are pressing 
upon the Government to give a plédge that they will never consent 
to any proposal to impose additional taxation on capital.. The opinion
